fires occur in the winter time, for many of them are caused by over-heated 
pipes or stoves, or from faulty heating equipment, in many caseg the 


defects being due to carelessness on the part of the owner. 


The summer, 


when stoves and furnaces are not in use, is the time in which to put them 


in repair and to check chimneys and pipes for possible weaknesses,

causes of fires in buildings.”

Mr. Puttee emphasizes that care should be taken 
to make chimneys safe, even though it may mean 
making major repairs or even re-building them. 


He also advises against having stoves or other 
sources of heat too close to a wall, ceiling, or other inflammable object. 
If the source of heat cannot be moved, insulation is advised and it is 
pointed out that there must be an air space between the tin or other in- 
sulating material and the surface which it is protecting, There is also 
danger from defective electrical installations and these too should be fully 


checked and repaired regularly,

rubbish in basements or sheds, which are often set 
ablaze by careless smokers, the presence of hot ashes 


from a stove or furnace, or some similar cause.

If householders and property owners would make sure that heat- 


ing systems and electrical installations were in good order and would

Among the out-of-doors annoy- 
ances in Canada, mosquitoes, black 
flies and poison ivy rank about equal, 
But while it is almost impossible to 
avoid mosquito and black fly bites, it 
is quite possible to avoid running 
foul of poison ivy if you learn to 
recognize the plant, Though the 
substance in poison ivy which causes 
the skin irritation is active all 
through the year, it is most potent 
in the spring and early summer, 
which is just around holiday and pic- 
nic time. The cautious holiday mak- 
er will keep his eyes skinned when 
around lake and woodland resorts, 
and along roadsides and in rocky 
places, for poison ivy will grow al- 
most anywhere. And keep your dog 
away from it. Not only can he get 
badly affécted but he can carry the 
poison to you. 

Poison ivy is the only native Can- 
adian plant with a three-parted leaf 
and white fruit, and to the discom- 
fort of many, is frequently confused 
with Virginia creeper which has five- 
parted leaves and blue fruit. A con- 
stant character of poison ivy is that 
the leaves are arranged alternately 
on the woody stem and each leaf is 
composed of three leaflets, The leaf- 
lets vary in shape, size, texture and 
colour and the margins may be en- 
tire or variously coarse-toothed, In 
the spring its unfolding crinkly} 
leaves are noticeably reddish, later 
becoming green with a smooth glossy | 
surface. Often in the spring some! 
of the yellowish to brown coloured | 
fruits from the previous year 
seen below these early leaves, 

In early summer, sprays of small} 
inconspicuous whitish flowers appear 
in the axils of some plants, usually 
followed by clusters of greenish-yel- 
low fruits about the size and hard- 
ness of peas, With autumn many of 
the leaves turn orange, red and scar- 
Jet, but with the cool frosty nights 
they curl and turn brown, As the 
leaves drop the fruit becomes more 
noticeable and it has turned from its 
summer green-yellow colour to a 
white and waxy appearance, 

If .ou do some in contact with 
poison ivy, imniediate washing of the 
affected parts with laundry soap and 
warm water is often sufficient treat- 
ment, depending upon how suscept-

ible you are to the poison. When 
available, alcohol, kerosene ¢@t gaso- 
line are useful alternatives for soap 
and water, 

If a rash develops a solution of a 
five-grain tablet of potassium per- 
manganate in one quart of water is 
helpful, Calamine lotion is suitable 
for the face and hands as it does 
not stain the skin as does the per- 
manganate solution, But do not use 
greasy or oily substances as they 
are likely to dissolve and spread the 
poison, See your doctor is sound 
advice if the attack is severe, par- 
ticularly as you might be mistaking 
it for some other skin trouble. 

But it is much simpler in every 
way to keep away from poison ivy 
by learning to recognize it,
